1 A S !0 thc ^^ rence of Timber felled in Winter 
jt\ from that felled in the Summer, the common 
Opinion is, that the former is the ftronger, and more Ja- 
iling, as being more clofe and firm ; but his own Senti- 
ment is, that there is no difference, except in the Bark 
ztid 6utermoft Ring of the Wood, which in the Summer 
2rb fbfter, and fo more eafily pierced by the Worm. 
W<5o# confiding of hollow Pipes, which in Summer and 
Winter both are full of Moifture, they do not flinnk 
in : ihe Winter, and therefore the Wood cannot be clofer 
ar one time than another, for dtherwife it would be full 
of cracks and cMts. The fudden and uncxpe&'ed Rot- 
ting of iome Timber, he conceives to proceed from 
feme inward decay in the Tree before it was felled, ha- 
ving obferved ail Trees to begin to decay at firft in the 
midft or Heart of the Tree, though poflibly the Tree 
may ftand and grow for near an Hundred Years after- 
wards, and increale in bignels all along. 

x. He fays, he was once of Opinion, That Trees 
growing in good Ground, but increafiog {lowly, were 
the belt and ftrongeft Timber; and that thofe Trees 
which in few Years grew large, was the foftefi: and brit- 
tk&; the contrary to which upon Enquiry of Experi- 
eaced Workmen he found to be true, and inftances in an 
Elm of Eighty Years growth, which was Eleven Foot in 
Circumference, and proved excellent tough Timber* 
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3 The Age of Trees is to be known by the number 
of Rings to be (een when the Tree is cut a-thwart, in 
each ot which Rings is one Circle of large open Pipes ; 
now the fewer of thefe large Pipes, the ftronger the 
Timber is, wherefore by confluence thofe Trees that 
make the largeft growth in a Year, mud be the clofer 
and ftronger ; and therefore thofe Trees that grow in 
warm Countries grow faded:, and are the beft and 
toughed Timber, which he confirms by Riga and Vant- 
zick Oak, which is of flow growth, and proves Spongy 
and brittle Timber; whereas the contrary is obfervable 
in Englijh and French Oak, which grows fafter, and is 
excellent Timber. 

Fig. f Reprefents a piece of Oak of i % Years growth 
cut Horizontally, where from the Centre A to B is one 
years growth, C two years, D three years, and Co on; 
in all % 5 Inches, fo that the Tree in iz years was 4 % 
Inches Diameter. Whereas about Riga it would be 30 
or 40 Years ere it grow to that bignels. Some of thefe 
Circles are broader than others, particularly the Ninth, 
the Tree from fome accidental Caufe receiving more 
Nourifliment, and growing fafter that Year than the 
former. He fays, he examined a piece of Afli growing 
in Norway, and found it grew 44 years before its Semi- 
diameter was one Inch; whereas Afh growing about 
Delft has been obferved to increafe m Inch yearly for 
feverai years together. 
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
